Nursery Could Shorten Time 

But if installed, Whisman said, a new nursery 
could shorten the time required for complete, state- 
wide reforestation from 45 to 25 years. It would take 
from two to three years for a beginning nursery to 
give results, he reported.

today. He said he saw several cars bearing license plates from 
Michigan, Illinois and Wisconsin. 

Martin sai<f that Codell officials told the crowd that sev- 
eral old employees of the company wi»jld be hired before thi j 
tooK on any local laborers. Martin laid the crowd stayed two 
or three hours before dispersing.

Story Of Laban P. Jackson

The need for developing Kentucky and 
ita reaourcei to their fulleet potential is a 
sort of religion with “Lsibe” Jackson. 

With the teal of a missionary he is con- 
stantly preaching about Kentucl^’s advant- 
ages and how they can be utilized to **provido 
a better way of life for our citizens.” 

Water, soil, forests, minerals, beautiful 
scenery, industrial sites — anything connected 
with the land, Jackson knows about it Be» 
cause he is of the land. 

Laban P. Jackson, Kentucky’s State 
Commissioner of Conservation, was 
bom on a farm, became manager of his 
family’s farm at the age of 17 and has 
tilled the soil virtually all the 44 years 
of his life. He had to leave the land to 
work his way through college and again 
later to serve six and a half years in the 
Army. 

Thus it was with a rich background of 
agriculture, its problems and its possibilities 
that Jackson took up the duties of Conserva- 
tion Commissioner in December, 1955. And 
because of that knowledge and experience 
he has compiled an impressive recoil of ac- 
complishments in behalf of the Staic ^ovem- 
ment and its people. 

A few of the accomptishments of his 
Conservation Departorent include, by divi- 
sions; 

State Parka— Kentucky now has a system 
of SUte Parks which are the envy of moot 
other states. Because of the park’s popularity 
with vacationists in Kentucl^ and other 
states, a huge expansicn program is now 
tmderway to meet the demand for accom- 
modations. 

Forestry — State Forest acreage increased 
from 31,000 acres to 46,000 acres; production 
of tree seedlings increased from 1 1/2 million 
to 25 million; 17,000 acres reforested; state- 
wide forest fire protection being provided for 
first time in Kentucky’s history. 

SoU and Water Resources — Kentucky be- 
came first state in the nation to adopt model 
water conservancy law. More than a dozen 
sUtes have copied the Kentucky law. Sixteen 
training conferences conducted for district 
supervisors; soil conservation workshoos set 
up in sUte teachers’ colleges; $262,000 loaned 
to soil conservation districts for purchase of 
machinery. 

Strip Mining and Reclamation — Division 
now self-supporting! 6,700 acres of strip- 
mined lands plants; fish and game bii^ 
placed on strip-mined land, experiments in 
progress to reclaim more strip-mined lands. 

Flood Control and Water Usage— 
Kentucky has IMS small watersheds, 
more than any other state. Seventeen are 
now being developed, and 150 have appli- 
ed, for development. State planning 
teams organized to help develop water- 
sheds. Flood control piogram expanded, 
and survey of Kentucky's vast water 
resources launched.

Col. Richard Henderson, as leader of the Transyl 
vania I^nd Colony, was a prominent figure in Ken- 
tucky’s early settlement days.
